S.0.1860< E).—Whereas, the Centra) Government has 
received a proposal made by M/s. Joshi Technologies 
International Inc. 402, Heritage, Off Ashram Road, 
Usmanpura. Almicdabad-380 014 (Gujarat) to the Petroleum 
and Explosives Safety Organisation for permission to 
import certain explosives by air from United States of 
America for oil exploration purposes;

2. The explosives mentioned in the Table shall be 
imported subject to the fulfillment of rhe following 
conditions, namely; — 


<i) necessary clearances are obtained from the 
Director General of Civil Aviation and the 
Airports Authority of India and conditions, if 
any, imposed by the said authorities shall be 
complied with; 

(ii) explosives conforming only to Division 1.4 or 
the Division relating to class I- Explosives 
falling under 3 I of Section 3 of International 
Air Transport Associalion Dangerous Goods 
Regulations, 1996 which became effective on 
the lst January, 1996 shall be imported, 

(iii) the relevant provisions relating lo the 
possession, transport, use and import of 
explosives, except sub-rule (2) of Rule 31, of 
the said Rules shall be complied with; 

(iv) requisite number of explosives vans, licensed 
under the said Rules, shall be kept ready at the 
airport so that the explosives can be removed 
expeditiously from the aircraft after its landing; 

(v) aircraft shal l be parked at a remote place at the 
airport and an area of at least five hundred 
square metres around the aircraft and the 
explosives van shall be cordoned off by 
providing adequate number of security guards 
in consultation ivilh the Director General of 
Civil Aviation before the transfer of explosives 
from aircraft to van begins. 'Jhe arrangement 
shall continue till such transfer is completed 
and the van is duly locked and leaves the site; 

(vi) smoking or use of naked light shall not be 
permitted within the cordoned area; and 

(vii) vans carrying the explosives shall proceed to 
the storage magazine licensed under rhe said 
rules and no undue delay shall be made on the 
way and all provisions of the said rules and 
local traffic Rules and municipal regulations, if 
any. shall be complied with during the 
transportation of the explosives.
